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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . An Election without traverse was filed 7/6/04 in which Claims 10-19 were elected, and 
Claims 1-9 cancelled. 

2. The drawings are objected to because in figs 5, 7, 9, and 11, the crosssectional views of 
the resilient members should be depicted by heavy diagonal lines. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because in Claim 10, line 8, "second engine interface" 
lacks antecedent basis. 


4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

As best understood, Claims 15, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Thompson 6547207. 
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As best understood, Thompson discloses a mount assembly in fig 1 1 for resiliency 
mounting engine 30 to motorcycle 5, 

Cylindrical resilient mount 100 including 

Rigid plate 120 defining an aperture 122, 

Rigid flange 130 with annular portion (unidentified), and cylindrical portion 
(unidentified) extending from the former, 

First volume of resilient material (thicker portion) extending between the plate 
and annular portion, and having a cylindrical inner surface, and 

Second volume of material (thinner portion adjacent flange 130) extending 
radially inwardly from the cylindrical portion, 

Wherein at least a portion of the second volume extends radially inwardly 

beyond the inner surface of the first volume, 

Mounting shaft 40 extending through the aperture, and, 
Contacting the second volume of material (as best understood), 


5. ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

a. Claims 10-14 are allowable. Prior art does not disclose a mount assembly for a engine 
in a motorcycle, the novel features comprising 

first and second resilient mounts, each having a frame interface that engages a 
frame surface, and an engine interface that engages an engine surface, and, 

a preload bracket removably coupled to the frame, and with a surface that 
engages the second frame interface, and axially compresses the two mounts. 

b. Claims 16 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Prior art does not disclose the mounting assembly described 
above, and having the second volume of the mount as including a inner rib. 
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6. The prior art made of record, and not relied upon, is considered pertinent to the 
disclosure: Porter 4453616, Aiba 4412597, 4392542, Ishikawa et al 4169512.
